Under 
present conditions Kentucky coal 
is markted in the ports of the 
Great Lakes at a disadvantage 
of 25 cents a ton. That is, its, 
shippers are charged $1.91 a ton | 
as against $1.66 fo the Indiana-!

But hard as is the struggle to | 
compete, it will be incompara-| 
bly more severe if the plan urg- 
ed by oprators of the north- 
ern field is adopted, which is to 
increase the Kentucky-Tennes- 
see-Virginia-West Virginia rate 
73c more on the ton. It would 
mean almost complete paralysis 
of business in Eastern Kentucky. | 
It would destroy the prosperity | 
of such growing cities as Mid- | 
dlesboro, Pineville, Paintsville, 
Pikeville, Harlan, Hazard, Jack- | 
son, Whitesburg and Manchester | 
and its effect would be felt by 
every other city in the State as 
well as the agricultural sections, 
which with the cities would have 
to bear the burden of taxation in 
case the mountains should col-| 
lapse financially. 


In spite of the fact that it is 
an apparent increase in rate and | 
therefore on the surface a bene- 
fit to te carriers, the L. & N.,| 
the C. & O. and the N. & W. rail- | 
roads are battling against the| 
imposition of this differential as | 
determinedly as the coal men. 

Kentucky’s coal business has | 
been built up in the face of 
keenly competitive methods 
from States which place no ton-| 
nage tax or hindrance in the} 
path of their mines, in the past 
20 years to a production of from 
43 to 45 million tons a year. Of 
this amount about 11 
tons are shipped to lake ports. | 
Kenucky uses about 10 million! 
tons within its borders leaving | 
35 million tons to be sold out of | 
the State in order to keep pro- 
duction up to its present level 
and provide employment for th?

The growth of the city and 
the increase in its school popu- 
lation has called for aditional 
funiture and equipment A room 
had to be built for the primary 
department and several hundred 
dollars’ worth of desks had to be 
installed. 

More Economy 

We have saved to the dictrict 
during the last year about $480 
in the matter of collecting and 
disbursing the taxes. 

Heretofore the treasurer has 
been paid for his services $180, 
and for collecting the taxes 
about $600—all this was got 
done for $300. 


Bonds 

The district owes $6000 of 
bonds which were issued about 
12 years ago. The interest on 
these bonds is paid up to date. 

Moneys on Hand 

On Jan. 17, 1925,, forme Treas- 
urer J. S. Fairchild turned over 
to the present Treasurer J. D. 
Sergent, the sum of $2,220.69. 
Since then the revenues have ac- 
cumulated and including the 
above sum the teasurer has on 
hand $6,500, which any citizen 
has the right to verify, if he 
doubts it, by calling on the 
Treasurer. 

About 25 children enter the 
school every year, and this num- 
ber, about, passes from grade to 
grade and finally into the high 
school.
